Let's see. . . Datum/Data . . . Nostalgia/Nostalgium. Ok . . . I received 


a nostalgium today in the form of a book that had been recommended by 
some of the loonies here. Elmer Bucher's "Practical Wireless Telegraphy." 


Found it on the web, took two tries at nailing a copy before someone else 
scarfed it up. Very interesting reading. 


Being halfway through Prescott's book on the "electric telegraph" and all 
the interesting lore (most of it paying off in what we know now about how 
electricity itself works) kinda pays into Bucher's book. I always find 
myself thinking that those were the days of "seat of your pants" 
discovery. The way a hundred miles of wire would hold a charge, so that 
certain keying speeds could not be exceeded. The trials & tribulations of 
thunderstorms & aurora. They were so close .. . so very very close. And 
at the same time, like Davinci, they were hampered by the speed limits of 
the technology of the times. There were, for example over 50,000 miles of 
telegraph wire, more wire than serviceable roads. 


And then, just 50 years later, it's radio. Wireless. Sparks & arcs. And 
the detector circuits, man, now there's a trip. It's like the question 
"Who ate the first tomato?" Who put a piece of metal on a piece of rock & 
hosed up some headphones to it? Who played around with the battery bias 
of carborundum detectors? I mean, that's pretty whacked: 


"Hmm . . . If I stick the wire on this thingie & hook it up to this 
thingie . . . oh, a battery! Hmmm . . . wonder what happens if I put the 
battery on this thingie . . .

And how many copies of Bucher's book got read by kids like I was once.

-- and started saving pennies toward dimes toward some piece of wire or 
scrap of rock . . .

This truly is a marvelous hobby. We've got history and society & human 
communications wrapped up in one bag. The Vygotsky paradox. Language & 
thought. Always reminds me of what Steve Quackenbush said one day in 
talking about the personal narrative: "It is the failure of the self to 


coincide with itself that is at the root of the nature of language." 


We crank away on our keys & paddles & aren't even consciously aware of 
all the neat stuff that happens inside our heads when we press the key.

"You could even eliminate the AR without too many others noticing. But 
when in QSO, a KN should be used to indicate that you are in QSO and 
turning over to the other station." 


I would disagree here. I only started hearing the "KN" used on the novice 
bands in the late 70's. It sorta dripped over into the general bands as the 
novices 

upgraded. I have never heard a commercial station use it, and 

those licensed before the '80's tend not to use it. K by itself means you are 
turning it over to the other station. The older handbooks used to recommend 
sending AR at the end of an answer to a CQ rather than K, meaning your call was 
over but you weren't QSO yet. The recommendation was largely ignored, except 
by those who sent AR and K, just to be sure, I guess. I still think KN sounds 
superfluous. 

Anyone listening should be able to deduce that you are in QSO, and with 

whom. It is unlikely that they would start transmitting to you. 

I do think it has a purpose, as I said in my original post. 


I was told a story by an old Coast Guard operator. There was a single frequency 
in use by several pairs of stations scattered around the Pacfic area, who would 
only work the other station of the pair. When a station wanted 

to pass traffic, they sent a single dot. All the operators could tell which 
station it was by the sound of the transmitter and the operator's fist. The 
receiving operator then sent K and the originator began to send the message. 


Of course, I encourage you to use whatever procedure you like, after all it's 
only a hobby. And I am certainly not an expert. But I sort of like to keep 
alive some of the practices that I think make good operators sound good.

Something that is not clear to me at least is how these problems are 
handled in the contest scoring. I looked at the CW SS scores posted by 
QST versus those posted on the list here and those I had from the PVRC 
list. It was not uncommon to see downward corrections. Most lost at least 
% off their claimed score. There were some big corrections thought. One 
went form 103,000 to 73,000 points. 


One of the questions is who losses points if I send WD3P K or WD3PK and 
some one copies WD3PK. In both cases they did not get the call correct. 
And as I understand it they lose the QSO and lose and additional QSO 
because of the error. I on the other hand get credit for the QSO. Now it 
seems to me that is fair if I sent WD3P K, but not really fair if I sent 
WD3PK. O£ course I can avoid the problems as some have suggested by just 
sending WD3P. 


Now in last weekends WPX I got back all sorts of errors. WB3P, WD3G, WD4P 


are the common ones. But I even get back things like ND3P. I suspect this 
happens more to the QRP crowd. But it can happen anytime signals are weak 
or there is lots of QRM on the band. Now if I catch the error I try to 
correct it, some will tell me they got it, others will come back with the 
wrong call again, and some just ignore my correction. So when the 
computer guys match the logs who loses? I think they do. 


I have become convinced that there is no way out of the miscopied call 
problem. Some will always make the error. For those who thing sending BK 
is the solution to the K problem. I will pass on that I one time had a DX 
station copy my call as WD3PTU. 


Other things I have seen happen - I've done it and I've heard others do 
it - is sending the wrong serial number. Unless you have a computer 
interface you can make the error and not catch it. As I understand this 
the one who sent the wrong number will get the QSO and the poor fellow 
who gets the wrong number (unless I catch it and note it in the log) 
losses even thought he copied perfectly what I sent. 


Some day I'll have to get in with those who check to logs and try to see 
what they do and give them my 2 cents worth.

Boy, that one brings back fond memories. Back in my teenage years, I was 
big into traffic nets. The Arkansas one was OZK (for Ozark). We would do 
that very thing. The NCS would call the net. To break in (everyone was 
QSK), stations would send a single dit, and the NCS would very often 
respond with the guy's suffix, as in "BDU" 


The universal excellence of CW notes today sometimes makes me yearn for the 
days when there was a bit of character in each signal. It wouldn't 
necessarily be chirp, but would be hard, soft, or somewhere in between. 

One guy's (W5NND's) signal had such a ring on the attack that it sounded 
like striking an anvil. 


Nowadays, someone measures a fraction of a hertz shift on a signal and 
starts complaining about chirp. (Omni 6; Red Hot 20) Gimme a break!

BTW--I don't use KN either. Just BK or K. Or if running 2XQSK, just stop 
sending and let the other guy send. And I'd never send just K in the 
middle (or end) of an exchange, without CALL DE CALL. That would be 
totally weird. ... I'm not quoting the rulebook here ... do it the way you 
think is right.

I have a novice question about aligning my DSW40. 

According to the instructions (digested), I 

1) check R18 for a certain resistance 

2) adjust C14 until two similar tones match in pitch (800 Hz) 


3) adjust T1 for the loudest noise with an antenna attached. 


1) was done and is correct 

2) was done and matches fairly close (at least by my ears) 

3) was done to the loudest noise level 

Problem. 

According to several Freq. Counters, when the rig says it is on 7.040, 

it is really on 7.050. I've tried this several times ( 2-3 above) with 
about the same results. 

(On this rig, if you turn it on with the RIT switch on, it comes up at 

7.110 instead of 7.040. In this case, the rig says it is on 7.110 but 

it is really on 7.120.) 


So here's my questions: 


a) Is there a better way to align this rig if I have a freq counter to 
use? 


b) Is there other equipment I will need? 

c) If there is, can someone tell me (in simple terms) what I need to 

do? (Ox do I just send Dave some money and let him do it? (I know he's 
swamped and I don't want to be the one who helps delay a new DSW kit 
<g>.)) 


d) I noticed that I did NOT ground the crystals but it wasn't a “have 
to" step in the construction. What affect will this have? 


e) Any other ideas will be great appreciated. 

(I guess this greatly explains why last night when I was getting so 
frustrated I couldn't hear the DSW rig on the SW rig and vice versa. I 
thought they were both on 7.110 but one was on 7.110 and the other was 
on 7.120. Go figure.)

I believe the adjustments you describe simply set the BFO 
frequency/offset. The operating frequency of the rig is established by 
something which you cannot adjust, *if* the rig is wired correctly (I 
believe). 


I've built the DSW-20, which comes up on 14.060. I *assumex, then, that 
the DSW-40 should turn on on 7.040 (40 m qrp calling freq). If it says 
it is on 7040 and is really on 7050, I would guess there is a problem in 
the area of the circuit where the TX freq gets established .. as 
described on page 6 of the DSW-20 manual (Theory of Operation).

I am including below a press release from the Univ. of Iowa and NASA 
regarding new scientific evidence of how aurora's/northern lights (that's 
southern lights to Ian Purdie VK2VIP) and geomagnetic storms are 
triggered for those interested. 


It has always been believed that enhanced particle radiation from the 
sun, following a flare or CME, gets caught in our magnetic field and 
enters the earth at the poles, where the field is the weakest, to 
interact with the electric field, producing the auroral displays. But 
recent satellite observations shows that a shock wave from a solar event, 
striking the earth, on occassion actually rips a hole through our 
magnetic field, dumping the particles directly into the Van Allen 
radiation belt and directly into our electric field lines.

between the solar wind and the Earth. 


Scudder, who spoke on behalf of his co-authors at a news 
conference at the spring meeting of the American Geophysical Union in 
Washington, D.C., noted that the naturally occurring switch for this 
energy transfer, known as "magnetic reconnection," is responsible for 
the aurora borealis and australis, as well as occasional 
interruptions in radio and satellite communications. He said that the 
outer layer of the Earth's magnetosphere generally behaves like a 
cocoon, shielding the Earth from reconnection, but that every once in 
a while a tear appears as a result of reconnection. 


"Sometimes the solar wind creates tears in the cocoon, and 
charged particles and energy from the sun penetrate into the 
magnetosphere," said Scudder, who is principal investigator for the 
Hot Plasma Analyzer (HYDRA) on NASA's Polar spacecraft. "We have 
directly observed these tears for the first time using Polar. 


"One of the most exciting things about the detection is 
finding that such small-scale structures really do exist in the 
precise sizes predicted 25 years ago. Some of these tears are 
extremely small -- on the order of one kilometer long," he said. 


In the current investigation, scientists involved in the 
multi-satellite International Solar-Terrestrial Physics (ISTP) 
program identified two general areas where reconnection occurs. One 
region penetrated by Polar is 30,000 to 40,000 miles on the dayside 
of the cocoon, and the other (observed by the Geotail satellite) is 
inferred to be some 85,000 to 96,000 miles downwind of the Earth, on 
the night side of the planet and in the tail of the teardrop-shaped 
magnetosphere. ISTP is a collaborative study between NASA, the 
Japanese space agency (ISAS), and the European Space Agency (ESA), 
with contributions from Russia's Institute for Space Research (IKI) 
and many other international science institutions. 


The observation of magnetic reconnection is of interest to 
physicists because it answers a half-century-old question surrounding 


the origin of the energy responsible for auroras and magnetic 
disturbances. On the dayside of the Earth, reconnection allows energy 
from the solar wind to enter the magnetosphere, that volume of 
magnetic fields surrounding the Earth that contains the Van Allen 
radiation belts. On the night side, reconnection permits the transfer 
of energy down to the Earth's atmosphere, but the whole sequence is 
started by reconnection on the dayside, as observed by Polar. 


"Everything that happens regarding space weather happens 
through and because of these slits," Scudder said. "We're excited 
that the data clearly show the electrons jumping through these slits, 
doorways really, that open the Earth to these particles from space. 
The $64 question is what makes the tears possible. We'd like to see 
some more of them to know whether those already detected represent a 
general or an unusual picture of the switch." 


To better define where the tears take place, Scudder has 
helped outline an entire NASA satellite mission. Dubbed BLAST 
(Boundary LAyer SnapshoT), it would carefully study these small, but 
crucial, intersections of the magnetic highways between the sun and 
the Earth. The investigation would be a collaborative effort between 
the University of California, Berkeley; UCLA; the University of 
Colorado and the University of Iowa. Additional information on 
reconnection and ISTP can be found on the web at:

A problem that I've experienced with the Alpha-Delta slopers (haven't tried 


the DX-B) is that it needs some sort of capacity hat. In some cases, a beam 
on top of the tower will provide the required capacity, but with my Force 12 
C4-S, it doesn't. I suspect this is because the elements are not grounded 
(i.e. insulated from the boom). I was unable to get a low SWR without a 
tuner. While this isn't mentioned in the sales literature, it is mentioned 
in the documentation that comes with the antenna.

unexpected source. Taking it totally private would mean someone 
could miss a great hint, or not know they have an answer that is 
driving someone else nuts. 


So I don't personally mind all the 'rig specific' postings that go by. 


I don't mind the politics that go by (as long as it stays 'general' and 
is QRP related). AND the subject line is accurate and descriptive. 


And I don't even mind the real periphery of topics that are QRP 
associated. Just think, where ELSE would we ever learn of a 
silent key that may be important to QRPer's than here? Are some 
list-cops going to send warnings to people for posting that? 


So please keep in mind what everyone gets from this list, not just 
what you as an individual gets. If it's not to your liking, delete it 
and go by. If you feel you have to complain, fine, do so, but be 
prepared for the return. 


(And yes, I've complained... AND gotten fire in return!)

Hi Larry and All, 


Different contests have somewhat different ways of being 
checked but they have several common areas. 


All the logs go into a computer. Each QSO is cross checked 
to confirm that the exchange is right, including call signs. 


If there is ANY error in ANY part of the exchange, you lose 
that QSO. 


Some contests have penelties for too many errors or for busted 


calls and etc. Most all have dropped penelties for dupes. 
So what happens if someone sends their call wrong? 


That station shows up in LOTS and LOTS of logs wrong. It becomes 
rather obvious that something is making a lot of good operators 
copy the call wrong. After that comes to light, credit is 
restored to those who had capied that call wrong. 


Most of the contest log checking software will error on the 
side of the contestor. In other words, it will give you 
credit for the contact unless there is solid reasons not 
to. 


Some might wonder how you can send your call wrong for 
most of a contest...... or how a computer logging program 
can do that. Here is one that just happened during the WPX 
contest.... 


A station whos call started with a "4" was sending it as 

a "V" most of the time. What most think was happening was 
that he was using one of there radios (Icom was doing 

this in most if not all of their radios for years) that 
keyed CW by having the sidetone key the VOX. In some (most?) 
radios that do this, the first dit is cut (shortened). 
Sometimes to the point of not even being sent! 


So when he would send his call twice during one transmission, 
the first time it would start with a "V" and the second 
time it would start with a "4"! 


In this case the log checking software should spot this 
and give credit to all who worked him. Unless you missed 
something in the exchange field. 


There have been some very large score reductions in SS. 
That is a long exchange and lots of room for errors! 


But I really like the new log checking. After all, the 

purpose of a contest is to work lots of stations BUT if 
you look at the rules they do say that you have to copy 
the exchange for it to be a valid contact. 


What happens to paper logs?? 
In most major contests, someone has to enter these into 


a computer by hand. This opens up another chance for 
error! Some people used to just print out their logs and 


mail them in thinking that they would not get checked! 
This is why most will not accept computer printed logs. 
If it's already in a computer you need to send the file 
to the log checkers! :-) 


I think that most of the smaller contests do not get 
checked like that. It would just take too much of the 
contest persons time. 


For our QRP events, I think it's mostly an honor system 
thing. 


I hope this is of interest to some.

I 
suppose more would be interested if it was a full kit or had the LCD 
and pcb, but that would rise the cost, and a lot of you don't mind 
finding the extra parts, so it's a trade off. 


Someone suggested adding a bug emulator mode, maybe, but I don't 
think so. But that got me thinking. A bug could be plugged into the 
straight key input and if the keyer can decode your sending, chances 
are others can too :-) Could be a good way to practice sending with a 
bug and knowing your doing it right... 


i'll continue to take orders until Monday, then I'll order the chips 
and get the ball rolling...

Probably nothing you'll notice... 


The real advantage of running open wire line compared to coax is that the feed 
line losses of the open wire 
line are much lower than that of coax. 


The feed line loss will attenuate your signal on its trip to the antenna system. 


It will also further attenuate your signal due to the mis-match between the feed 
line and the non-resonant 

radiator that you are using. If the match between the antenna and transmission 
line were "perfect", this loss 

component would not exist. 


Your transmatch will only tune out the mismatch between the transmitter and the 
antenna impedance as seen 

at the end of the transmission line, not the mis-match between the antenna and 
transmission line. 


If you were to switch from 300 ohm transmission line to 450, your over all system 
losses would probably 
decrease, but not much to make a difference that you'll notice. 


If you intended to run higher power thru to the antenna system (> 100 Watts or 
so), I'd probably 

recommend going to 450 feeder, more because of arcing concerns than system losses. 
At some points on 

the transmission line there will be high impedance nodes and the voltages at these 
nodes can get quite high. 

This could expose you to arcing risks at higher power levels that just aren't that 
much of a concern at the lower 

power levels.
